Kromerlz Plant 

The Kromerlz plant Is located In the northeastern part of the city in 
recently constructed buildings. Four of these buildings are one-story closed 
sheds of steel construction with eternlt roofing. The plant does not have Its 
own power plant; it Is connected to the network of electric power plants of 
eastern Moravia (Vychodomoravske elektrarny). 

The director of the plant Is Engr Vojtech Nedbal, an eminent Czech tech- 
nician. The plant employs 1,600 persons working In two shifts. 
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The plant produces engine starters for automobiles and aircraft, generators 
for automobllct^nd aircraft, distributors of all types, circuit-breaker fuses, 
tmd other products. 

Kbely Plant 

The Kbely plant, near Prague, Is on the main road from Prague to Brandys 
nad Labem, In .the Immediate vicinity of the Kbely airport. It was built and 
equipped by the Germans dvurlng the war. The plemt occupies six large three -story 
buildings. Lacking its own power plant, the plant Is connected to the power 
distribution network of northern Bohemia. 

The plant employs about 1,500 persons working In two shifts. It produces 
all types of condensors for the automotive and aeronautics Industry, distri- 
butors, thermostats, automobile and aircraft electrical systems, bakellte 
safety cutouts, plugs, etc. 

'? Turnov Plant 

ITie Turnov plant was established after 19^8 In the building formerly 
occupied by a textile mill. Its director Is Kropacek, a very capable Czech manu- 
facturer. The plant does not produce Its own electric power; It Is connected 
to the power distribution network of northern Bohemia. It employs 1,0(D persons. 
It produces transformers, all types of current rectifiers, all types of 

coils, control and signal lights, and electric heating systems for cockpits

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Radotln Plant 


The Sadotln plant, near Prague, is on the outskirts of the city of Radotln, 
on the Prague -Chucble highway. It consists of ^three-story buildings 
story closed sheds. Its equipment is very modern. The director is Kisy, a 25X1

The plant employs about 1,200 persons. It produces hydraulic 


shock absorbers, oil shock absorbers, shock absorbers for aircraft landing gear, 
emd hydraulic steering devices for the MIG-15 . 

Jihlava Plant 

The plant is divided into two parts, each set up in a separate group of 
buildings. The principal part is located in the center of Jihlava. A secondary 
shop is located at Cerna Bora, near Jihlava. 

At present the plant employs about 2,500 persons. Its director is Engr. 
Karel &lub, a r eminent Czech technician. 

Both parts of the plant have kery modern equipment and produce exclusively 
vaporizers for all types of diesel motors. 

Kraslice Plant 

The Kraslice plant was built by the Germans during the war; originally it 
produced antitank rocket launchers ("Panzerfauste). It is situated on the out- 
skirts of the city, on the Kraslice-Kllngental main highway. It now employs 
1,000 persons. The director is Hans, a 2 

good technician. The plant produces drop-forgings for the automotive and aero- 
nautics Industry; for example, bunqter bars, bumper springs, handles, and window 
frames. 


Ho^ Jicin Plant 


The Novy Jicin plcmt is located in the inner section of the city. It em- 
ploys about 2,000 persons. The director is EngjssBr Jofllek, a Slovak. The 
plant's equipment is very modern. In the last few years, the plant was renovated 
and expanded. It produces all kinds of lights for the automotive and aeronautics 


industry.

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In recent years, the Pragae-K>lesovlce plant has been enlarged twice and 
couplet ely modernized. Its equipment Is now very modem. The former SOLEX 
works made carburetors for Internal-combustion engines on French license. For 
a few years now the plcuat has been making a new PAL carbiaretor, said to have 
been designed by the plant director.

Dolnl Poeeralce Plant 

The Dolnl Pocernice plant (formerly Reiner Brothers), near Prague, pro- 
duces bakellte parts for the automotive and aircraft Industry — steering wheels. 
Instrument panels, commutation panels, electric sockets, plugs, etc. The plant 
has modem equipment and eoq^loys about 800 persons. It is at the entrance to 
Pocernice, on the Prague side. The director Is Engw Julius Pachl, a Czech. 
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
